Dr. 'H. W. Thomas of the People's 


3hurch of Chicago yesterday took his 
first step toward the organization of 
a national federation of 
churches, 


which stand for freedom in pu'pit ut- 
terances and religious liberty ..or con- 
gregations. 
The new establishment 


will be known as 
the 
People's 


3hurch of America. 
It will devote 


.tsibest efforts to gathering into the 
theatres of the various cities of the 
United States congregations of men 
and women who are devoted to Chris- 
lanity, but independent of sectarian 
dogma and practice. 


Dr. Thomas, who for .twenty-one 


years has been preaching religious 
Independence, said ?ast night that 
the reason for the incorporation of 
the People's Church of America, un- 
der the laws of tne state of 
Illinois, 


was the necessity of a business orr 
gaiiization that could conserve the 
deflations and endowments already 
offered by wealthy men who favored 
the movement. 


Milwaukee, following Dr. Thomas' 


example, has already established a 
great congregation, which knows no 
place of worship except the theatre. 
Duluth has a simidar 
organization. 


Des Moines and a number of west- 
ern and southern cities have adopted 
Dr. Thomas' idea or a broad s'ystem 
of Christian work, which can be car-

at sight of the assessor, and the 
practice is so universal, that people 
/ generally do not regard it as dishon- 
' est. There are certain classes 
of 


property of course that are too large 
to find a hiding place, and real estate 
and railroads belong to these classes. 


While the work of the tax commis- 


sion covers this class of properties, 
it extends to personal property 
as 


•well, and this is alv;ays the most in- 
tangible class to reach. 
Stocks of 


merchandise, 
manufactured 
goods, 


bonds and mortgage's, 
and various 


other items that represent wealth, 
are frequently difficult for the assess- 
or't'o' deal with on anything like an 
equitable basis. 
Some of the new 


legislation will be an aid in this di- 
rection, and 
it may be possible 


through the intelligent work of the 
commission to establish fair and just 
taxation. ' If this can be done in ten 
years, the money that it costs will 
be well invested, and people gener- 
ally wil! be satisfied.

Cape Race. 


SHOCK 
DISLOCATES ENGINES. 


•trlke* When- Golnr »t Fnll Speed and 


One-Third of the 
Vea*el'» .Length Is 


Telescoped Against the 
Cliff—Sailors 


In Panic. 


St Johns, N. F., June 7.—Going at 


full speed at midnight 
through 
a 


dense fog which enveloped the whole 
coast, the big Leyland line steamship 
Assyrian plunged on to the rocks at 


. Cape Race and hurled one-third of its 


length upon the ledge as-it telescoped 
Its stem against the frowning cliffs. 
The vessel tore out its underbody and 
the fore and second holds showed four- 
teen feet of. water within a few min- 
utes. The crew escaped to the rocks 
after.hours in the boats. It is feared 
the vessel'will prove a total loss. The 
chock when the vessel struck the rocks 
dislocated the engines, wrecked 
the 


machinery, forced the artificers from 
the stoke holds, and threw all the men 
in the berths into a heap on the fore- 
castle floor. The sailors were all Dutch- 
men. They rushed for the deck in a 
panic, cut the lifeboats clear, and re- 
sisted all the efforts of the English of- 
ficers to calm them and restore dis- 
cipline. Only by threats did the of- 
ficers restore peace and prevent a hur- 
ried lowering of the boats and a prob- 
able tragedy in the boiling surf. 


Huge seas swept the rocks and cov- 


ered the decks and made too perilous 
an attempt .to scale the cliffs and seek 
aid. The men were afraid for a time 
that the ship had rammed the cliffs 
and would presently back off and sink 
in deep water, carrying them down, 
but after a while it was seen that the 
vessel was held firmly by the rocks 
.•which had pierced its bottom, and that 
It was in no danger of collapse. The 
life boats were then launched, pro- 
visioned and manned. One boat was 
dispatched to find a fishing hamlet. 
The others lay by the wreck until day- 
light. 
In the early morning the sea 


rose and the gale increased. The boats 
were unable to make to .seaward and 
narrowly escaped swamping. The crew 
had to leave them, take to the rocks, 
and climb until rescued by the coast, 
folk after daybreak. 
The ship was 


boarded at noon. The captain was 
hopeful of getting It off and wired for 
assistance. The wrecking steamships 
Algerine and Virginia sailed from here 
at noon with all appliances to assist in 
towing the Assyrian off, but shipmen 
here are doubtful if this is feasible 
owing to its condition and the difficulty 
of moving it with no pontoons avail- 
able. The Assyrian was bound from 
Antwerp to Montreal. It was ten days 
out and had 2,000 tons of cargo. 
It 


is almost a new ship. 
The captain 


thought himself forty miles south of 
Cape,Race, but owing to the fog had 
not been able to obtain sights to work 
out his reckoning for three days.

OF ROBBERY.

Rutledge, attempted to escape from the 
constables Tuesday, died today just 
after he and his companions had been 
found guilty. Jones was wounded In

War Department Anxious To Secure 


Repeal of the Law— Battle 


in Congress. 


Washington, June 
7—The deter- 


mination of the war department to 
secure a repeal of the anti-canteen 
law at the next session o£ congress 
was admitted by Secretary 
Sanger 


this afternoon. 
Col. Sanger has per- 


sonally taken charge of the reports 
of post commandants, not a?one in 
the United States, but in Porto Rico 
and the Philippines, and of all letters 
from medical officers appertaining to 
the conduct of soldiers under the new 
conditions, he will put them 
into 


a volume that is to be printed and 
distributed among members of con- 
gress at the earliest possible date. 


Civil authorities of communities in 


the vicinity of army posts are being 
called upon for statements showing 
the conditions existing before and 
after the repeal of the canteen law, 
so far as 
they apply to soldiers. 


The department has not had to write 
to civil officers in some parts of the 
country to obtain the information 
that is wanted for the en'ighteument 
of congress. 
Letters condemning 


the new conditions and' urging a re- 
turn to the canteen have been re- 
ceived from many quarters accom- 
panied nearly always with descrip- 
tions of orgies indulged in by soldiers 
to the detriment of the good names 
of communities concerned. 


Fort Sheridan, near Chicago, Fort 


Leavenworth, Kan., and the Presi- 
dio, Cal., have thus far furnished the 
most startling testimony, according 
to the department in favor of the re- 
storation of the canteen. 
A most 


significant feature of the compila- 
tion Col. Sanger is preparing will be 
hundreds of letters from noncommis- 
sioned officers and enlisted men. de- 
claring unequivocally in favor of the 
canteen. 
The department feels cer- 


tain that congress will deal with the 
subject from a.standpoint of fairness 
because at 'east 10O members of con- 
gress have indicated t'hat it is their 
intention to vote for the repeal of the 
present lawu.

thusiasm of'an ardent botanist, and

affairs.

•who tells of the rose bed discovered 
an immense amount of baled cotton 
in the outhouses of the Tillman plan- 
tation. 
Senator Tillman admitted 


that it comprised 'nearly the whole of 
last year's crop and naively confessed 
that :'I guess I ain't much of a busi- 
ness man or I would have had that 
cotton on the market when they were 
.paying 10 cents a pound.

English seem to agree with them and
